L This office action is in response to Amendment filed on 07/03/03. 

2. Claims 1, 3 - 10, 12 - 18 are presented for examination. 

In view of amendment, claims 2, and 1 1 have been canceled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1,3-10, and 12 - 18 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the record of prior art 
does not teach the rotor comprising a permanent-magnet member composed of permanent- 
magnet pieces arranged spaced from each other around the rotor shaft, resinous adhesives 
bonding together adjacent permanent-magnet pieces and a permeable member disposed between 
the rotor shaft and the permanent-magnet member; and the stator has a stator core including a 
circular toothed member and a cylindrical magnetic path, the circular toothed member being 
composed of the inside cylinder and the teeth that are integral with the inside cylinder and extend 
radially outwardly to form the slots opened radially outwardly, and the cylindrical magnetic path 
being prepared separately from the toothed member and fit over the toothed member.
